RESUME 


On  Sept.  3  in  Memorial  Stadium,  the  Central  Wildcats 
opened  their  1954  season  against  mighty  Chattanooga, 
Tennessee,  state  champions  for  the  past  three  years.  The 
Wildcats  showed  a  dangerous  passing  attack  but  were  run 
over  by  the  big  Nooga  backfield.  In  the  fourth  quarter  Jerry 
Amos  hit  Pat  Purser  for  a  seven  yard  touchdown  to  make 
the  score  28-6. 


On  Oct.  1,  the  Yellow  Jackets  of  Salisbury  fell  to  the 
Cats  by  the  score  of  21-14.  The  first  touchdown  came  at 
the  end  of  the  first  half  when  Leroy  Wilson  caught  a 
40  yard  pass  from  Amos.  Then  in  the  third  quarter  Wilson 
gathered  in  a  punt  and  ran  75  yards  for  another  score.

On  Oct  22,  Central  played  in  High  Point,  losing  12-27. 
Bobby  Hicks  was  again  the  offensive  star,  scoring  on  runs 
of  57  yards  and  6  yards.  Gene  Church  played  fine  defensive 
football. 

It  was  not  until  Oct.  28  that  the  team  really  caught  fire. 
The  Burl  ington  Bulldogs  were  met  by  the  finest  defensive 
playing  which  the  Cat  line  displayed  all  year.  Jimmy  Stassi¬ 
nos,  Harry  Timmons,  and  lack  Lazarus  were  the  defensive 
stars.  All  our  scoring  was  done  in  the  first  half.  Midway 
in  the  first  quarter,  Reggie  Busby  cut  off  right  tackle  and 
scampered  24  yards  to  a  touchdown.  In  the  second  quarter, 
Leroy  Wilson,  on  his  “Patented  Play"  caught  a  pass  for  52 
yards  and  our  final  score.

and  of  course,  the  Kapers  were  bigger  and  better 
than  ever.  We  chose  Baine  Martin  to  be  our  Stu¬ 
dent  Council  President  for  the  next  year.  Swiftly 
our  year  was  drawing  to  a  close  and  with  it,  our 
first  Junior-Senior.  Linder  the  able  direction  of  Don 
Millen  and  a  host  of  others,  we  put  on  the  best 
ever.  Before  the  dance  was  the  big  beach  trip.  For 
most  of  us,  it  was  our  first  and  we  really  made  the 
most  of  it.  Suddenly,  our  year  was  over  and  each 
of  us  felt  a  little  uneasy  at  graduation  for  we  real¬ 
ized  that  we  soon  would  be  the  “Senior  Class.”
